Checkmates Japan in Efforts to 
Influence Orient and Gives 
the United States 
New Prestige, 


BY JOHN CALLAN O’LAUGHLIN. 

Washington, D. C., June 17.—[Special.}— 
President Roosevelt has just made the most 
stupendous gift to China that the United 
States or any other government has ever 
made to a foreign nation. Through Secre- 
tary Root he today notified Sir Chentung 
Liang Cheng, the Chinese mister, that, 
with the approval of congress, the United 

voluntarily would relinquish the dif- 
ference between the total of expenses and 
claims incurred in the suppression of the 
boxer revolt of 1900 and the amount which 
China agreed to pay to this country in satis- 
faction thereof. The difference is fixed offi- 
cially at the enormous figure of $27,000,000. 

Beyond the mere generosity of the gift 
there are international aspects of the presi- 
dent's action which will be promptly consid- 
ered dy foreign chancelleries. In the first 
place, the relinquishment of the difference 
between the amount China agreed to pay and 
that justly due establishes a precedent for 
like action on the part of Russia, Germany, 
France, Japan, and Great Britain, each of 
which demanded indemnities far in excess of 
the expenses actually incurred and the dam- 
ages suffered by their subjects. 

Chreckmates Japan’s Schemes. 

In the second place Japan will look upon it 
as a tremendous bid by the United States 
for the sympathy and friendship of China, 
something she has been endeavoring to se- 
cure through upholding the principle of so- 
clal equality between the yellow and white 
races in the San Francisco disturbances. 

This is the second time the United States 
has sought to ease the tremendous financial 
burden which the boxer revolt placed upon 
Chinas shoulders, Following the invasion 
of China, the capture of Peking, and the sup- 
pression of the boxer revolt, representatives 
of the powers at Peking adopted a joint note 
to the Chinese government in which one of 
the bases of negotiations was stated to be 
“the equitable indemnification of the vari- 
ous powers for losses and expenses 


by them in China and in sending 

— 22 kor- 
peo residents at Peking and restore order, 
and also the securing of indemnitied to so- 
cleties, companies, and individuals for their 
private losses through anti-foreign riots.“ 


America Counsels Moderation. 

In the negotiations which followed the 
American government advocated that the 
sum total of these indemnities should not 
exceed a reasonable amount, well within 
the power of China to pay. After a care- 
ful inquiry, John Hay, then secretary of 
state, reached the conclusion that with her

more than §200,000,000 and that an exaction 
of any larger amount would not only en- 
tail permanent financial embarrassment to 
the country, but might possibly result in 
international financial control or even in 
loss of territory. 

Representations to this effect were made 
to the powers and it was further suggested 
that the payment should extend over a long 
period of years at a low rate of interest. 

Protracted discussion failed to bring about 
an agreement and finally it became neces- 
sary to accept the proposition of other pow- 
ers to demand of China in total of their 
losses and disbursements the enormous sum 
of $33,000,000. 

How Money Was Divided.

This meant that the aggregate amount of 
principal and interest China would have to 
pay would be §728,720,707,300. Of this sum 
the United States would receive $53,354,000. 


Show Favor to Sir Chentung. 

In the opinion of the president and Secre- 
tary Root such an enormous indemnity was 
unjust and would mean nothing more or less 
than blood money. Their willingness to 
adopt this view was augmented by the regard 
they had come to entertain for Sir Chentung 
Liang Cheng. This diplomat, probably the 
ablest of China's new school and a thorough 
patriot, had aroused the sincere respect of 
the administration by his efforta to remove 
all obstacl@ in the way of friendly relations 
between his government and that of the 
United States, while at the same time insist- 
ing tenaciously upon the ohgervance of Chi- 
na’s rights. 

Just before his departure for Oyster Bay 
the president instructed Secretary Root to 
speed the departure of the minister to Pe- 
king by handing him a formal note relin- 
quishing the principal and interest on the 
indemnity beyond the total of expenses and 
the claims of American citizens. 

Up to this time China has paid in annual 
installments to the United States $6,010,932. 
The secretary has estimated that the total 
gum originally due this government was $11,- 
655,408. China will have to pay the United 
States $15,000,000 more. 

Great Diplomatic Stroke. 

The United States went to war with Spain 
to liberate Cuba, and then, after complete 
victory, took the unprecedented step of pay- 
ing the conquered nation $20,000,000 for the 
Philippine islands. It has now put a third 
action to its international credit, and has 
given a lesson of unselfishness and consid- 
eration for a weaker power which diplomats 
here say will have a greater effect upon fu- 
ture American relations than all the confer- 
ences at The Hague, >

NO HOPE "0 QUIT ARMING 


LAST CHANCE OF “LIMITATION” 


,y THEME AT HAGUE VANISHES. 


Although ‘“Pacificiats” Insist Ques- 
tion Must He Raised Before Ad- 
journment, Position of American 
Delegates Puts Initiative on Eu- 
ropean Powers, and Nene of Them 
Is Likely to Take Lead for Fear of 
Breaking Up the Congress. 


THE HAGUE, June 17.—Although the 
“ pacificists "’ insist that the question of the 


limitation of armaments must be raised in 


some form before the adjournment of the 
peace conference, the last chance of any 
government coming forward to openly pro- 
pose the discussion disappeared with the 
knowledge that the government of the United 
States considered that the initiative belonged 
to Europe and not to America. 

M. Nelidoff's depressing utterances at the 
opening of the conference, coupled with.the 
unfortunate dissolution of the dunia at the 
moment the conference had assembled, has 
‘produced many expressions of regret that 
President Roosevelt yielded the initiative of 
the second conference to Emperor Nicholas. 


No Power Willing to Lead. 

As matters now stand neither England nor 
any of her continental friends is ready to 
move, lest the mere suggestion of. debating 
the question of the limitation of armaments 
inject a spirit of discord, which would en- 
danger the useful work achievable, and pos- 
sibly break up the conference under cir- 
cumstances which would postpone indefinite- 
ly another conference. 

Should there be any objection to the Drago 
doctrine Joseph H. Choate, head of the 
American delegation, may formally move 
on Wednesday a presentation of this sub- 
ject, together with a proposition aimed to 
strengthen the personnel of The Hague tri- 
buneal, the two principal matters which the 
United States will press. The Drago doc- 
trine, however, will be presented in modi- 
fied form, and an effort will be made to 
dissociate the principle from the name under 
which heretofore it has been known. 


Discuss Rights on Sea. 

The proposition to compromise the ditrer- 
ences between Great “Britain and America 
and the continental powers on the subject 
of the immunity of private property on the 
sea is being canvassed. It is proposed to 
treat private property at sea in the same 
manner as private property on land—in other 
words, to make ships capturable, subject 
to use by the enemy, but forbidding their 
destruction and requiring ‘their restoration, 
with indemnity, at the close of the war. Such 
a compromise, it is believed,-would satisfy 
America and the continental powers, and at 
the same time would preserve the main con- 
tention of Great Britain for the right to de- 
stroy the enemy's communications. 

The delegates held a meeting tonight at 
Scheveningen, at which addresses were made 
by Mrs. Henry Willard of Boston and Baron- 
ess Suttner. Mrs. Corey Richards of Chi- 
cago is here for the purpose of presenting 
resolutions on behalf of the Advanced 
Thought society. 


LONDON HAS 79,000 BEGGARS. 


Report Shows That the Average Mendi- 
cant Makes More than the Aver- 
age Workman.

LONDON, June 17.—Begging has long been 
illegal in England and offenders are liable 
to various terms of imprisonment. Never- 
theless thousands in London alone evade the 
law and live in comfortableidleness. The an- 
nual report of the London Mendicant society 
just issued states that it probably ts no ex- 
aggeration to say that more than $500,000 
annually is given aaphazard to beggars in 
the streets of London, and that probably 
the average beggar earns more than the av- 
erage workman. The society, which exists to 
investigate the begging business, to help de- 
serving cases. and assist in punishing incor- 
rigibles, possesses 79,320 records of street 
beggars.-

LONDON, June 18.—The Vienna corre- 
spondent of the Express says Samuel Zeisler, 
manager of a large factory at Budapest, has 
committed suicide because of an American 
duel arranged twenty years ago when Zeisler 
Was serving in the army. He quarreled with 
Sergeant Vjilaky, and as the rules forbade an 
ordinary duel, they agreed to draw lots to de- 
termine which of them should commit suicide 
within five years. 

Zeisler drew the black lot, but as the ser- 
geant soon afterwards emigrated to America, 
he thought it safe not to fulfill the compact. 
A few days ago, however, Vjlaky met him on 
the street in Budapest and he igsisted that 
he keep his word. Zeisler begged his enemy 
to overlook the bargain on the ground that 
he was engaged to be married.. He offered 
Vjlaky his whole fortune of $7,750 as a ran- 
som, but Vjlaky said he had made a fortune 
ip the United States and must see Zeisler give 
up his life, not his money. He added if Zeis- 
ler did not kill himself in thirty days he would 
shoot him. Zeisler then committed suicide 
with a revolver after writing letters explain- 
ing the circumstances. 

The police are searching for Vjlaky, as the 
“American duel is a criminal offense, pun- 
ishable by ten years’ imprisonment.

CHARITIES COMMITTEE NAMED 
TO STUDY VAGRANT PROBLEM. 


Men and Women Chosen at Minneapo- 
lis Will Strive to Secure Uniform 
Legislation in the Various States.

Minneapolis, Minn., June 17.—One of the 
most interesting events of today's session of 
the national conference of charities and cor- 
rections meeting in this city was the ergan- 
ization of a committee of fifteen to deal with 
the problem of vagrants and the homeless in 
the United States. 

The committee is composed of the follow- 
ing: H. K. Estabrook, Society for the Or- 
ganizing of Charities, Philadelphia, Pa.;

Indianapolis; Alexander 
Johnson, general secretary national confer- 
ence of charities and corrections, Indianep- 
olis; Mrs. Edwin D. Solenberger, Philadel- 
phia; W. A. Gates, secretary board of char- 
ities, California} Maj. Pangborn, Baltimore 
and Ohio railway, Baltimore; H. Wirt Steele, 
Baltimo.e; R. W. Hebberd, commissioner of 
charities, New York; William R. Stewart, 
president state board of charities, New York:

The committee is not organized for relief 
purposes, but tostudy present conditions and 
suggest modern methods of treatment. It 
will undertake to secure uniform vagrancy 
and trespass legislation in the various states 
provided for the apprehension and punish- 
ment of vagrants.

MILLION DOLLAR ENDOWMENT

D. K. Pearsons Completes Fund He Start- 
ed Eighteen Tears Ago for Wiscon- 
sin Educational Institution. 


Beloit college has completed its endowment 
fund of $1,000,000, it is said. D. K. Pearsons, 
who has assisted in the endowment of many 
educational institutions, has contributed 
much of the sum necessary for the fund.

SENT 93,000,000 MILES.

Sir William Preece, English Electrician, 

Says He Noted Recent Solar Storm 
in His Telephone. 


Pittsburg. Pa., June 17.—{Special.}]—Dr. 
John A. Brashear, the astronomer, said this 
evening in speaking of the present disturb- 
ance in the sun: Sir William Preece, the 
great English electrician, recently told me 
that he believed he had heard more than one 
solar storm in the telephone. He knew there 
was some unusual magnetic disturbance 
causing the trouble when he was testing 
some telephones in his laboratory. 

And why not? We all know what dim 
culty we have in sending or securing mes- 
sages when there is much induction in the 
same, and in the case of magnetic storms, in- 
duced by solar disturbances, they certainly 
would affect the telephone service. During 
the disturbance following the last great spot 
I received letters from all over the country 
from electricians and cable operators giving 
accounts of difficulties in tranemitting 
messages. One cable operator wrote me that 
instruments were greatly disturbed on both 
sides of the Atlantic. 

With all this evidence may it not be quite 
within the range of possibility, nay prob- 
ability, that Sir William Preece could hear 
the solar bombardment in the receiver of his 
telephone, isolated from other sounds, 
though the message was sent 98,000,000 miles 
by wireless?“

Italian Prince S80 Ahnoyed by Petty 
Thievery ot Visitors to His Fiag- 
ship at Jamestown—Refuases Per- 
mission to All Boston People Who 
Desire te Inspect His Vessel—Spe- 
cial Passes lsaued for the Benest 
of a Select Few. 


Boston, Mass., June 17.—[Special.]—Of the 
scores of foreign warships that have come té 
Boston, the cruiser Varese. flagship of the 
duke of Abruzzi, which arrived late pester- 
day, is the first one from which the public 
has been excluded. 

The duke was obliged to enter into an ar- 
rangement whereby the privilege of boarding 
the cruiger would be denied to the public in 
generai and allowed only to a few, who will 
be admitted by presentation of a pase. This 
is because ot the previous experiences of 
the duke with souvenir hunters: 

When the Varese was in Hampton roads at- 
tending the Jamestown exposition it was 
overrun with people who thought themselves 
under no moral obligation to keep their hands 
off things that did not belong to them.

It was pretty positively stated, however, 
both in Washington and New York that 
Commissioner Neill would, at the president's

President 8. J. Small of the Commercial 
Telegraphers’ Union of America left New 
York yesterday with considerable secrecy as 
to his mission. He appointed 8. J. Konen- 
kamp, member of the national executive 
committee, as deputy president during his 
absence. 

Bupport in Small Towns. 

At the headquarters several telegraph mes- 
gages were received from small towns 
throughout the state pledging support of the 
country telegraphers, who said that in many 
instances their wages had been reduced so 
that the Western Union and Postal Tele- 
graph companies could raise the wages of 
the clamorous unionists in the large cities 10 
per cent. 

A statement given out yesterday by the 
union placed the average pay of operators in 
the United States at $676 a year and man- 
agers and assistants at $508. The average 
of male operators, according to thie state- 
ment, was $736 a year and of women oper, 
ators 3400.

Are Ordered. 


San Francisco, Cat, June F. Under * 
ot William H. Langdon the board of super- 
visors shortly after 7 o’clock tonight adopted 
a resolution deciaring Mayor Bugene E. 
Schmitz temporarily unable to perform his 
official duties and appointing Supervisor 
James L. Gallagher acting mayor. The lat- 
ter says he will assume the mayoralty at 
once, and denies that he has made arrange- 
ments with the district attorney or any one 
to resign at demand in order to make way 
for a reform mayor whose name is yet to 
be announced. 

District Attorney Heney, Rudolph Spreck- 
els, and Mr. Langdon and their immediate 
associates in the bribery graft. prosecution 
are by this move placed in actual control of 
the municipal situation. 

That they will be allowed to so remain 


| without legal contest by the convicted may- 


or’s attorneys is not expected It is the plan 
of the prosecution to call for the resignation 
in a few days of some one of the eighteen 
supervisors. This forthcoming, Acting Mayor 
Gallagher will appoint to the vacancy a man 
named by the trict attorney. So soon as 
he takes office Gallagher will resign from 
the mayor's chair and his resignation will be 
accepted. 


Program of the Reformers. 
The board, acting under orders from the 


prosecution, will select the new member as

The first act of the reform mayor, if the 
prosecution's program is carried out, will be 
to demand the resignation of practically the 
entire Schmitz administration, whose places 
will be filled with reform agents as fast as 
vacancies are created, Unless disturbed by 
the courts, the new régime will endure until 
next January. 

Mayor Schmitz, convicted last week of the 
crime of extortion, remains a prisoner in the 
city and county jail.

The resolution declaring the mayor’s chair 
vacant and appointing Supervisor Gallagher 
to fill it was adopted after a fight on the floor.

FISH UP DROWNED TARS 


MUTILATED BODIES OF THREE 
MIDSHIPMEN RECOVERED. 


Had Drifted Ten Miles from Spot in 
Hampton Reads Where Launch 
Had Sunk, and Bodies of the Rest 
May Never Be Feund— Were At- 
tired in Full Uniform of United 
States Navy—Faces end Hands 
Were Terribly Disigured. 


Newport News, Va., June 17.—Clad in full 
naval uniforms and with face and hands fear- 
fully mutilated the bodies of Midshipmen 
P. H. Field of Virginia, class of 1906; W. 
H. Steveggon, North Carolina, class 10906, 
and F. P. Holcomb of Delaware, class 1907, 
were found in Chesapeake bay today. The 
bodies, after being examined and identified 
were taken by the naval tug Potomac to the 
naval hospital at Portsmouth. 

The bodies of four of the eleven men 
drowned in the Minnesota's launch a week 
ago tonight have now been found. The one 
discovered in the launch was that of a fire- 
man, G. W. Westfall. 

The bodies of three midshipmen and four 
seamen are still missing and the launches 
and tugs are still searching the lower bay 
and roads for them. The fact that the bod- 
les found today had drifted ten or twelve 
miles from the scene of the tragedy gives 
rise to a fear that all of them will never be 
found.

short time. A private cablegram which 
reached here today from Tokio purported to 
give information that at the conference of 
last Wednesday between Marquis Ito and 
several of the elder Japanese statesmen and 
Foreign Minister Hayashi, a decision was 
reached to recall Aoki. This information wag 
not confirmed, either at the Japanese em- 
bassy or at the state department. 

Nevertheless, in well informed quarters 
t id not expected that Viseount Aoki will re- 
main much longer in Washington. He has 
been here but one year and during that time 
has witnessed the development of @ serious 
strain in the relations of his own country 
and the United States. The fault does not lie 
with the ambassador. He has been fair to the 
United States, He has looked upon the San 
Francisce disturbances as purely local in- 
cidents and has so reported to his govern- 
ment.

RAILROADS MAY OBEY LAW ONLY 
PROVISIONALLY, 


Cheap Passenger Rates Probably Will 
Be Pat Inte Effect on Condition 
That, if They Are Found at the 
End of Ninety Days to Be Unrea- 
sonable, Application for Relief May 
Be Made to Courts—Change in Less 
Carload Tariff. 


Two cent passenger rates probably wit be 
put in force by railroads in Dlinois with a 
provision that at the end of ninety days it 
they are found to be unreasonable railroade 
will apply to the courts for relief. 

This substantially is the agreement arrived 
at yesterday afternoon by lawyers of the IIIi- 
mois railroads on receipt of advice from Kan- 
gas City that Attorney General Hadley had 
@greed to withdraw all suits in the state 
courts, the United States court to retain 
jurisdiction. Railroads there will put the 
mew rates into effect and at the end of ninety 
days report to the court. 

The same procedure will de followed in 
Iowa, provided the state authorities will 
agree to the program. In Nebraska and Ar- 

kansas the rates are in effect and measures 
Tor contesting the law in those states have 
not been consummated. 


Less Carload Rates Advance.
